Since  the  founding  of  Monmouth  College,  the  United 
States  has  been  engaged  in  four  wars.  In  each,  Monmouth 
men  have  served  their  country  loyally  and  well;  in  each, 
Monmouth  men  have  been  called  upon  to  give  "the  last  full 
measure  of  devotion." 

In  the  present  struggle  Monmouth  College  men  are  doing 
their  full  share  both  in  the  armed  forces  and  on  the  civilian 
front.  The  Monmouth  tradition  is  expressed  in  the  words  of 
the  college  hymn :  "Loyal  to  God  and  native  land,  for  Mon- 
mouth College  we  will  stand." 
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Today,  Monmouth  is  not  running  on  a  basis  of  education 
as  usual ;  she  is  giving  her  entire  efforts  to  winning  the  war,  by 
full  cooperation  with  the  needs  of  our  country  for  training  men 
to  fill  positions  of  responsibility  in  various  units  of  service. 
The  army,  the  navy,  the  marines,  and  other  specialized  groups 
are  looking  for  officer  material  with  certain  specialized  training. 
Therefore,  where  the  Monmouth  program  did  not  fully  meet 
government  needs,  that  program  has  been  changed. 

Monmouth  alumni,  also,  have  important  posts  in  the  civil 
government.  Very  definitely,  the  responsibilities  given  to 
Monmouth  men  show  the  value  of  Monmouth's  educational 
program  and  Monmouth's  tradition. 

And  when  this  war  shall  sometime  cease,  Monmouth  men 
and  women  will  be  prepared  to  take  an  important  place  in  the 
program  of  reconstruction  and  of  peace. 

The  value  of  a  Monmouth  education  never  was  greater. 

Monmouth  urges  that  her  friends  point  out  these  oppor- 
tunities to  prospective  students.

Suiting  their  nickname  t<>  a  "T,"  MC's  Fighting  Scots  took  the  Mid- 
west Conference  by  surprise  this  year.  With  opponents  apparently  ex- 
pecting a  soft  touch,  the  Scots  were  anything  but  that,  took  second  place. 

Led  by  dynamic  "Jelly"  Robinson,  a  squad  few  in  numbers  and  small 
in  size  led  off  by  beating  Beloit,  last  year's  champs,  went  on  to  notably  im- 
prove 1940's  cellar  position.  The  Scots  were  defeated  by  only  one  con- 
ference team,  Lawrence,  who  though  only  getting  four  first  downs  to  MC's 
fourteen,  rolled  up  a  22-9  victory.  Champion  Ripon  was  tied,  to  spoil 
the  Wisconsin  team's  homecoming. 

In  the  Illinois  Conference  the  Scots  held  undefeated  Millikin  to  a  14-0 
score  on  a  muddy  field. 

Climax  of  the  season  was  a  rousing  20-0  win  over  Knox,  which  cheered 
student  hearts,  brought  bronze  turkey  back  home  after  six  years  of  exile 
in  Galesburg. 

Bobby  Woll's  Frosh  didn't  do  so  well.  They  beat  Augie  but  were 
snowed  under  by  a  powerful  team  from  Knox.  Dave  Stone  and  several 
others  will  make  valuable  additions  to  next  year's  varsity.

The  Scots  won  the  Midwest  Conference  championship 
again  this  season,  the  second  time  in  the  six  years  of  Bobby 
Woll's  coaching  regime.  Paced  by  the  high  scoring  Gordy 
Huber,  the  Wollmen  won  eleven  of  twelve  conference  games. 
Sole  loss  was  a  one  point  affair  won  by  Beloit.  Huber,  a  for- 
ward, and  Rankin,  outstanding  guard,  made  the  all-Midwest 
team,  while  Normoyle,  smooth  and  finished  at  the  other  for- 
ward post,  was  placed  on  the  second  team. 

Hopes  of  MC  fans  were  dampened  when  LeRoy  King,  six 
foot  seven  center,  was  put  on  the  sidelines  by  an  operation. 
However,  the  players  adjusted  themselves  and  finished  sensa- 
tionally— the  best  team  in  recent  years.  Highlighting  the  sea- 
son were  two  decisive  wins  over  the  men  of  Siwash. 

With  only  three  seniors  on  the  squad,  hopes  for  next 
rear  are  bright,  barring  the  loss  of  key  players. 
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GEORGE  BERSTED:  captained  the  team 
through  its  first  winning  streak.  He 
is  a  spark-plug  senior  who  kept  up  a 
fast,  heady  game  at  his  guard  position. 

HAL  SCHNEIDER:  Though  held  hack 
by  injuries,  was  a  mighty  good  man  to 
have  around.  "Schnitz"  is  a  snappy, 
scrappy  player  who  loves  the  going 
rough. 

TONY  CASTAGNOLI :  The  boy  with  the 
trick  shot,  is  a  very  reliable  guard.  A 
stylist  on  the  floor,  he  is  especially 
good  at  anticipating  and  breaking  up 
plays. 

BILLY  ADAMS:  The  boy  who  always 
has  the  crowd  pulling  for  him  because 
of  his  speed,  pluck  and  determination. 
A  reliable  relief  man  for  Normoyle 
and  Huber. 

PETE  FINNEY:  A  Sophomore  who  un- 
derstudied Gordy  Huber,  really  didn't 
get  much  of  a  chance.  Next  year  may 
be  a  different  story  for  this  cool  for- 
ward, one  of  the  fastest  men  on  the 
team. 

GORDY  HUBER:  High  point  man  in  the 
conference  with  178  points  in  twelve 
games.  Gordy  is  said  to  be  the  finest 
offensive  player  in  MC  history,  but  he 
is  also  a  fine  dribbler  and  a  team  player. 

GLEN  RANKIN  :  The  best  guard  MC  has 
had  in  years.  "Rank"  is  steady,  reliable, 
and  cool — all-conference  guard  and  a 
really  fine  player. 
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GEORGE  TROTTER:  A  sophomore  who 
had  to  fit  into  King's  oversize  shoes, 
looked  mighty  good  at  center.  A  fine 
rebounder,  he  was  always  good  for 
several  tip-in  shots. 

LEROY  KING:  Six  foot  seven  inch  cen- 
ter, was  team's  number  one  loss.  Taken 
with  appendicitis  after  two  games,  the 
high-scoring  center  will  return  next 
year. 

GLEN  BLYTHE  :  A  good  rebounder,  with 
plenty  of  height,  should  do  all  right 
next  year,  after  this  season's  experi- 
ence at  center. 

BILL  NORMOYLE:  In  his  last  year,  dis- 
played a  consistently  superior  brand  of 
basketball.
